THE CASE FOR GOOD PLANNING 


Taxpayers of Wilmington didn't save much mo- 


ney, in the Town yeeting Monday night, for the 
Town Manager is still able to build the lower 
end of Ballardvale Street on town funds alone. 

This means that there will be no County su- 
pervision, nor county and state refunds. The 
extra cost to the taxpayer will probably be, on 
the average, a couple of bucks, and to Uncle 
Aveo a couple of thousand. 

The Planning Board held all the Aces save 


one, in that Town yeeting. The Ace they didn't 
hold was the law that stipulates that the Sel- 
ectmen shall "lay-out" streets. The Planning 
Board could have been really nasty, had they 
chose, but instead they chose harmony, as long 
as the street was to be laid out in a safe way. 

In the talks that preceded the agreement, 
(started after the Baldwin Meeting of a week 
ago) there were Selectmen who conceded that 
Chapter 90 money could be used to advantage on 
lower Ballardvale Street, thus negating one of 
the public arguments of the Town Manager. 

Other arguments, which he advanced last week 
were equally lacking in facts. 

The schools of Wilmington have, and can use 
state funds on Sidewalks. Both the Chairman of 
the High School Building Committee, Fred Corum, 
and the permanent Building Committee, prwin 
Hanke, have said so, and both committees are 
building or have built sidewalks with state 
money. The voter can ask the Chairmen, if the 
TM won't. 

Our TM further alleges that 
drainage problem is going to be caused by 
new school. 

Up to two weeks ago (long after the money 
was voted) he hadn't even checked with the Per- 
manent Building Committee. That Committee knew 
nothing of his plans, and to date, it is to be 
believed, they know only by hearsay.

There is a slight possibility that the Salem

If the school contractor doesn't fix it as a 
part of his contract (which we believe is the 
case) the town did have a roto-rooter a couple 
of years ago, which it used 
on Church Street.
